In Greenland 


Principal Objective of Mac- 
Millan Party Reached on 
Schedule Time. 


Washington, August 1—(#?)—The 
MacMillan Arctie expedition reached 
Etah, Greenland, at 9 o’eleck tonight 
after its long struggle with the ice in 
Melville bay.

By arriving in Etah tonight, the 
expedition gained its principal desti- 
nation on schedule, despite the threat 
of serious delay when the Peary and 
Bowdoin were both caught in the ice 
several days ago 20 miles south of 
Cape Work.

3 EXPEDITION TO BRAVE WILDS OF AFRICA se 


Beloit, Wis., August 1.—(By the 
Associated Press,)—An ascent of 
Mpunt Ilaman, in Africa, 12,000 feet 
in height and a climb never before 
accomplished by man, will be an ob- 
jective of the Logan Sahara expedi- 
tion of Beloit college, under the lead- 


iership of Alonzo W. Pond, research 


worker for the college, it was an- 
nounced here today. ‘The first aim of 
the expedition is exploration, the an- 
nouncement states. Nothing is known 
of what the members of the expe- 


fdition will find in its trip to the 


regions of interior Africa, seldom, if 
ever visited by white men. - In its 
probable contributions to geography, 
the expedition will be in the class 
with polar expeditions, according to 
the forecasts of the director. 

All known. prehistoric sights en 
route will be investigated and search 
made for new ones. It is planned to 
live in part on the country, hence the 
need of rifles, although it is indi- 
e.ted that they are not unessential 
as protection from the natives. Much 
of the country to be traveled is con- 
sidered very rich in pre-historic de- 
posits. In the western part of the 
desert the expedition will enter a re- 
gion of caves and rock shelters which 
Mr. Pond said possess “carvings and

paintings far richer than any so far 
known in anv part of the world, in 
all probability. 

The expedition will sail from New 
York for Africa August 12. The 
starting point on the continent will 
be Tebessa, and on October 1 the 
party will leave for Tamanrasset. 

At Tamanrasset the party’ will 
spend about two weeks exploring val- 
leys which have never before been cov- 
ered so far as is known. The party 
will be in contact with Twareg, or de- 
scendants of the Berbers.

Passage of an amendment to the 
state drainage law, now pending’ in 
the general assembly, will apply only 
to drainage districts which may 
formed in the future and will not in 
any way affect present drainage dis- 
tricts, according to a statement is- 
sued Saturday in support of the pend- 
ing drainage bills by H. C. Wood- 
fall, chief engineer of the division

“It has been found,” said Mre 
Woodfall, “that the present law, 
which was passed in 1911 and amend- 
ed in 1918 and 1921, is not wholly 
satisfactory. ‘There are now several 
drainage districts proposed which are 
awaiting the outcome of the pending 
legislation before completing their or- 
ganization.

Five miles away. the relief column 
was toiling through the intense heat 
in an effort to succor the beleagured 
garrison, but the members of the lit- 
tle band already were in the midst 
of the Riffian warriors, fighting hand- 
to-hand against bullets and knives.

Rather than proceed with the adop 
tion of resolutions setting forth the 
position of the American government, 
Senator Pepper said it would be wise 
for the senate to insist on amend- 
ment of the court’s statutes, affirma- 
tively giving the American government 
voting right, and negatively stipulat- 
ing that it was not assuming any 
liability incident to league of nations 
membership.

‘of the memoirs. Thompson now has 
ithese on yellow typewritten sheets. 
| The headings include such copies as 
the great commoner’s childhood and 
youth, the Chicago convention of 1&96. 
the Baltimore convention of 1912, his 
work with peace treaties while he was 
secretary of state and: one or two 
other incidents in his busy life. 

“These guide posts for his memoirs, 
for, according to ‘Thompson, they were 
more of a framework giving the gen- 
eral trend of events rather than the 
detailed, particularized account the 
commoner had expected to make by 
amplifying the first draft, will be 
among the first material which Mrs 
Isryan will have at her disposal for 
her task.

Coal Truce Hit 
By Lloyd George 


London, August 1—(/)—“A sne- 
cessful hold-up of the community” and 
“milking the taxpayer” are phrases 
which former Premier Lloyd George 
today applied to the truce b:'-veen 
coal miners and mine owners, the gov- 
ernment’s part in which has brouglt 
the ministry more blame than praise. 

Premier Baldwin’s critics accuse 
him of having submitted to coercion, 
not only from the miners and the 
Trades Union congress, but also from 
the mine owners. 

It is alleged that Winston C! urchill, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in trying 
to protect the taxpayer, attempted to 
get the mine owners to agree to a 
profit of 4 pence a ton; but after a 
long and stubborn fight he eventual 
had to concede them a profit of 1 
pence a ton. 

The government's critics also con- 
tended that the terms of the truce 
will add to the cost of coal to the 
taxpayer. Mr. Lloyd George today 
put forth the argument that it will 
be impossible to limit the government’s 
liability under the subvention plan or

Sir William Henry Seager, presi- 
dent of the Cardiff Chamber of Com- 
merce, said that if the coal industry 
needs a subsidy, so do the steel, ship- 
ping and other industries.

That was the picture presented to 
members of the American I stitute 
of Cooperation meeting today at the 
University of Pennsylvania. by Missa 
Verna Elsinger, director of comsau- 
nity organization in the Burley To- 
bacco Growers’ Cooperative associa- 
tion. 

“We believe that an essential fac- 
tor must he a cooperati-e vhich grows 
out of a group-mindedness as opposed 
to the individ~ .1,” she said. “Group 
action must be based on a sense of 
common interest, common  prcblems 
and common needs. Individualism 
which has its being in farming as a 
mode of life must yield to an appre- 
ciation of foint effort. The large co- 
operative to many of its members pre- 
sents a mird picture of a cold me- 
chanical far-distant c°*'-e. This must 
be supplanted with one of warm. 
neighborly, voluntary association.”

Miss Elsinger outlined five things 
she said she |} d found of importance 
in the cooperative movement: 

“First, that there must be an or- 
ganized medium through which mem- 
bers of associations can come together 
on a community basis. 

“Second, that wome: and children 
must take part. 

“Third, that the organization must 
furnish an educational background 
about cooperative work. 

“Fourth, that it must relate itself 
to an interpretation of income into 
channels of improved community life. 

“Fifth, that it must foster and pro- 
mote the qualities of guvd -;ill, help- 
fulness and neighbori: iess and a de- 
velopment of group consciousness.”

‘Women of 25,000 Years Ago 


PALEONTOLOGIST SAYS MODERN GIRL OUTCLASSED 


Mad Greatest Bram Capacity 


BY H. 0. THOMPSON. 
Berkeley, Cal., August 1.—The mod- 
ern girl with her sturdy body and 
active mind has been lauded as the 
superior of women of other ages. But 


now her sister of 25,000 years ago 
come along, a bit tardily perhaps, 
to show the idea is incorrect. 

The mythical exploits of the Ama- 
zons and Greek goddesses are believed 
now to be based upon actual fact, 
ir. Richard Swann Lull. professor of 
paleontology at Yale, declare-l in a 
lecture at the University of Califor- 
nia summer school. 

“The women who lived 25,000 years 
ago had greater brain capacity than 
the women of today,” he said, adding 
the explanation that scientific proof 
of this has been obtained from ex- 
amination of brain cavities in the 
skulls of that period. 

Professor Lull explained that these 
super-women ruled their men folk just 
as completely as their descendants ip 
later years.

Churches U ide in Asdtine 
For Justice Toward China ' 


The following statement, issued by 
the committee on reference and coun- 
sel of the foreign missions conference 
of North America, representing 48 
cooperating mission boards, will in- 
terest all denominations having work 
in China. The statement comes to 
the federated church page through 
the kindness of Mrs. Luke G. John- 


son. 

‘The Hon. Frank B. Kellogg, sec- 
retary of state, announced on July 1 
that the government of the United 
States is prepared to meet with other 
powers in conference in regard to car- 
rying out the provisions of the treaties 
and the accompanying resolutions re- 
lating to China, which were adopted 
by the Washington conference’ on 
limitation of armament in 1921-1922. 

“Mr. Kellogg’s announcement has 
been received with profound satisfac- 
tion by the officers, members and 
supporters of the boards of societies 
interested in and cooperating with the 
Christian movement in China. We 
hope Mr. Kellogg’s proposal will be 
promptly accepted by the powers, and 
that the conference in regard to pro- 
visions of the Washington conference 
relating to China may be made effec- 
tive as soon as possible. 

“We direct attention to the fact 
that the representatives of the nine 
powers signing the treaties in Wash- 
ington 1921-22 declared that it was 
desirable to ‘safeguard the rights and 
interests of China and to promote 
intercourse between China and “che 
other powers upon the basis of equal- 
ity of opportunity! 

“Information | reaching 


us from 


China, through trustworthy sources, 
indicate that the delay in bringing 
about the arrafgements for the re 
lief of China contemplated in the 
treaties and resolutions adopted at the 
Washington conference has created se- 
rious misunderstandings on the part 
of the Chinese people and has even 
called in question the good intentions 
of the signatory powers. 

“We profoundly believe that justice 
to Chma demands the readjustment 
between China and other nations 
called for in the Washington confer- 
ence action. 

“Concerning the disturbance in dif- 

ferent parts of China, reported in the 
daily papers: 
the places where disturbances took 
place, we are not competent to form 
an opinion as to the responsibility 
of those involved in the disturbances 
which have been reported, but we put 
ourselves on record as emphatieally 
opposed to mobs, riots, ete, in the 
United States, in China and in any 
other country. It is our conviction 
that this is not the method of settling 
misunderstandings which secured the 
results which those taking part in 
such disturbances desire to effeet: 
__ “We declare emphatically that we 
identify ourselves with those who be- 
lieve that China should have justice in 
all her relations to the other nations, 
not on the basis of favors granted to 
China by the powers but because it is 
the simple and inalienable right of 
China. And we join hands with those 
who are working to secure justice in 
all respects for China and for the 
Chinese people.”

excess of 1,100 cars a day, the man- 
agement is determined to take extraor- 
dinary measures to meet the require- 
ments of its dealers in 1926. 

Five large new buildings are already 
under’ construction and three others 
will begin immediately, it is announced 
by F. J. Hayneg, president and general 
manager. 

The total floor area of the eight new 
buildings will exceed three-fourths of 
a million square feet and will afford 
employment for several thousand addi- 
tional men. The cost of the expan- 
sion will be at approximately eight 
million dollars. 

When the present construction pro- 
gram is completed on January 1, 1926, 
Dodge Bros., Ine., will have a capac- 
ity of 1,500 cars a day.

The decline was checked, however, by 
Hester’s annual figures which esti- 
mated consumption at 14,207,000 
bales, against 11,241,000 last year, 
with a carryover of only 2,880,000 
compared with 2,319,000 a year ago.

trading, the reports of good rains in 
the belt «and even in the ‘Texas 
drought section proved too much for 
constructive sentiment and _ prices 
made new lows in the second hour. 
October traded 35 points below the 
high which followed Hester’s figures 
and 23 points below yesterday’s close. 
There was a slight rally in the late 
trading on week-end covering, but the 
close showed net losses for the day 
of 17 to 21 points. 

The Liverpool market was closed 
today, so the local opening was un- 
affected by cables. Nevertheless, 
opening trades showed losses of v to 


13 points and this decline was sopn. 


increased to 14 to 18 points, with 
October at 23.55 and December at 
23.70. The bearish trend was engour- 
aged by further rains in the _ belt.

estimated by government experts as 
fully twice the available area in the 
british Kast Indies. e 

There are about 200,000 Castilloa 
rubber trees growing wild on the 
island of Mindanao. ‘The Augusan 
valley, on this island, offers 4.000 
square mil:s of soil in which rubber 
trees thrive, situated between moun- 
tains that shelter it from high winds, 
a situation rubber experts declare is 
ideal. The valley of the Rio Grande 
and the Davao’ country. to the east 
offer 4,000 square miles more of very 
desirable rubber land. These areas 
combined take up less than one-fourth 
of the Island of Mindanao. Adjacent 
islands offer 2,000,000 acres more 
which government men say will grow 
rubber advantageously.

July Proves Remarkable 
Month for Stocks~—Platt

New York, August 1.—(Special to 


. The Constitution. )—The month of July 


has been one of the most remarkable 
midsummer months in the history of 
the stock market. Thus there has been 
a1. unusually large volume of busingss 


and a greater public interest in the 
market than in any summer period on 
record. ‘Ihe general trend has been 
upward and many stocks have ad- 
vanced into the highest ground ever 
known. ‘This record was maintained 
in the past week when one stock went 
up more than 25 points at its high 
from the low of the preceding week, 
and a number of others were up 10 to 
15 points. But with all of this great 
strength in a few issues there has 
continued a declining trend in some 
other places. Hardly a day passed in 
which there were not some stocks 
weak or soft even when others were 
going up so rapidly. 

The strength, however, has been in 
stocks that everyone knows and looks 


to as representative of the market's: 


— while the weak spots have 
een mostly in stocks that are of small 
general importance or in inactive spe- 
cialties. Profit taking has developed, 
and caused certain issues that had 
been quite strong to sell off rather 
sharply, but when thi: occurred among 
some of the leaders, others have been 
taken up for advance at the same 
time. So, daily, a mixed situation has 
arisen. One of the mysteries of the 
market is still unsolved. This is, 
“Why have the oil stocks been neglect- 
ed?” It is always possible to attract 
a big public following in the oil is- 
sues, and the news on the oil stocks 
has been of a bullish nature for a long 
time. Yet they moved up only a lit- 
tle in this period of general strength, 
and then either sold off as much as 
they had advanced, or in a few cases 
were quite weak recently. 


It is the opinion of practically all 
of the market observers that the oil 
shares are being saved for a demon- 
stration later. It is figured that the 
big trading interests will turn to the 
oil stocks they are all through with 
other parts of the market.. /l'hen 
when the oils are advancing, it will be 
possible to distribute some of the other 
stocks under cover. It is also sug- 
gested that possibly some unfavorable 
developments may be pending in the oil 
industry, although no sign of this can 
be found in the news on the develop- 
ments in the oil trade. 


The motor stocks have had another 
period of strength, while the truck 
makers have continued to prosper to 
such a great degree that their stocks 
have been establishing new high rec- 
ords almost daily. In the motor in- 
dustry, between new models and price 
cuts, there is a decided increase in 
competition, yet these stocks are ex- 
pected to continue strong for some time 
to come. About ten days ago there 
was a strong assumption in the mar- 
ket that professional traders were 
going to make a determined attack on 
the market in order to try to bring 
about a general decline in prices. 

There were some scattered waves of 
selling, but at no time did these result 
in serious weakness. It has happened 


that when the shorts try to bring the 
market down, they always concentrate 
their selling in a few issue. This 


makes it easy to concentrate support 
in a few places when it is needed, 
and force the shorts to cover. It ig 
no. at all improbable that a new wave 


of selling will be seen in the “ 
ture, but it is also expected tou 
flat. There is entirely too much money 
available for trading to weaken the po- 
sition of the supporting interests, Of 
course, if there should be some bad 
news, such as a coal strike, it might - 
cause some temporary weakness. The 
best market opinions continue to hold 
that the market will not go into a se« 
vere decline for a long time. 3 
It is figured that between the rails, 
the oils, the coppers and various spe- 
cialties, there will be a basis for fur- 
ther strength in the market, as these 
stocks as a whole have not moved u 
and there is a strong position beck 
of them. The main gains thus far 
have been in specialties, and one or 
two stocks out of nearly every group. 
The money situation will be of impor- 
tance in the future of stock prices. If 
it continues healthy, there is a basis 
for four or five months more of gen- 
erally strong markets, in anticipation 
of the extensive tax.reductions to he 
made by congress. But if there should 
be a decided firming up in money rates, 
it would cause a cessation of the rising 
trend in high-grade investments first, 
and later in the more speculative mare 
kets. At the moment, there is no in« 
dication of this tightening in thé money’ * 
market. .

BIG GAINS SEEN 
INWHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, August 1—(#)—Expected 
redaction of unofficial estimates of 
the 1925 domestic yield of spring 
wheat had much to do with a lively 
fresh advance in wheat prices today. 
The wheat market closed strong at 
21-8 cents to 41-2 cents net gain, Sep- 
tember 1531-2 to 153 3-4 and Decem- 
ber 153°7-8 to 154, with corn 1-8 cent 
to 1 cent up, oats unchanged to 1-8 
cent higher and provisions ranging 
from 10 cents decline to a rise of 15 
cents. 

General belief prevailed that private 
crop reports to be given out on Mon- 
day would show a material cutting 
down of figures on the probable pro- 
duction of spring wheat in the United 
States as compared with the estimates 
issued at the beginning of last month. 
In this connection a good deal of no- 


tice was taken of a statement from a 
trade authority here that it is debat- 
able whether the United States this 
season has produced sufficient milling 
wheat for home requirements. Further 
stimulus for the buying side of the 
market came frofi Canadian crop re- 
ports, much territory in Saskatchewan 
province being pictured as likely to 
produce hardly half an average vield. 

New speculative buying, which be- 
gan to develop at the opening, was 
especially brisk during the last hour 
in the wheat market. ‘Throughout the 
day, too, offerings were scarce and it 
became more and more apt that there 
was not the usual amount of wheat 
being hedged, a. circumstance by the 
fact that primary receipts this week 
totaled only 13,531,000 bushels as 
against 18,850,000 bushels a year ago. 
Meanwhile, harmful rains in Europe 
continued. More or less export busi- 
ness was done, how much was undis- 
closed. 

Corn and oats sympathized with the 
action of wheat. Dealings in both the 
feed grains, however. lacked volume 

Provisions were mostly lower with 
hogs and as a result of slackness in 
export demand for lard.

CRIME COMMISSION. 
It is gratifying that at last defi- 
nite steps toward the establishment

of a functioning national crime com- 


| mission have been taken, the pur- 
‘pose being to abate as far as is 


humanly possible the crime wave 
that is sweeping this country, and 
to take steps particularly to reduce 
the crime tendency that exists 
among young people. 

The preliminary meeting was 


| called by Elbert H. Gary, head of the 


United States Steel corporation, in 
his offices in New York. This was 
attended by Governor Smith, repre- 
sentatives of the judiciary, the state 
senate, the police department, and 
big business interests. 

Governor Smith proposed a con- 
crete plan, which probably 
mean the enactment of new crime 
laws in New York state. 

Richard Washburn Child, who re- 
cently completed a crime survey in 
many parts of the country, outlined 
his findings and declared that within 
fifteen years the average age of per- 
sons committing crimes’ of violence 
had decreased ten years. President 
Coolidge will be asked to help the 
crusade against crime by national 
action. 

The final action was a decision to 
form a national crime commission 
as soon as possible. Such a com- 
mission will establish a criminal 
laboratory, will study crime condi- 
tions and punitive measures in vari- 
ous States and will make available 
to all the country the best informa- 
tion obtainable. 

The commission will be educa- 
tional and, in a sense, critical. It 
will tell the officials, or whoever it 
may deem at fault in one commu- 
nity, that another community has 
met with success by adopting cer- 
tain methods. Whether the com- 
munity at fault will then act on the 
Suggestion remains within its dis- 
cretion. It was agreed that tv. ac- 
complish educational work of this 
sort, and to awaken a strong, active 
anti-crime sentiment throughout the 
country, the national crime com- 
mission should be made up of citi- 
zens who are not connected with 
officialdom, and are therefore freer

THE POLES: 


NORTH, SOUTH AND SOME OTHERS 


Two poles of the world’s rather gen- 
erous supply are monopolizing atten- 
tion just now: the north pole, in 
search of which Amundsen dropped 
from sight; and the north magnetic 
pole, whose machinations in throwing 
explorers off their route, cartograph- 
ers and instrument makers for the 
MacMillan arctic expedition are seek- 
ing to circumvent. 

But these are not the only poles that 
the earth has, a bulletin from the 


Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society 
points out. “The earth’s polar pos- 
sessions go by twos,” says the bulle- 
tin. “Exactly opposite the north pole 
is the south pole, and in the hemis- 
phere opposite the north magnetic 
pole is the south magnetic pole. In 
‘addition there is a pole of cold both 
for the northern and the southern 
hemispheres. The earth may be 
credited, therefore with six fairly 
well recognized poles. 

North Pole Has Greatest Lure. 

“More has been written and thought 


about the north pole, undoubtedly, 
than about all the other poles to- 
gether. ‘The northern hemisphere, 
with its concentration of land  be- 
came the field for the world’s great- 
est civilizations and heaviest popula- 
tions. The north pole captured and 
held the popular interest because it 
is the most inaccessible place in the 
region in which most of us’ live— 
attempting to reach it was the ‘great 
adventure’ nearest home. 


“In spite of the early lure which 


it exerted, the north pole has been 
visited only once jn all recorded time. 
Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary reach- 
ed it on April 6, 1909 and spent 30 
hours making observations in its 
vicinity. He found it to be not or 
land, but in the sea, though a sea 
covered, of course, by thick ice. 
Through a hole in this ice five miles 
south of the pole Peary took a sound- 
ing, paying out 9,000 feet of wire 
without finding bottom. 


It requires imagination to appreci- 
ate the north pole. It is the imag- 
inary. point where the imaginary axis 
of the earth emerges. As one stands 
at the pole, every direction in which he 
can face is south. -In the summer the 
sun makes a complete circle near the 
horizon every 24 hours, never dropping 
out of sight; in the winter, if one could 
stand there, he would see the Pole Star 
directly overhead, while all the other 
stars would appear to wheel around it.

“It is believed that the temperature 
at the north pole hardly ever rises 
above aa gts point in midsum- 
mer, this if spite of the fact that 
during June and July and parts of 
May and August the sun pours out 


the inclination of the earth’s axis and 

its rotation’ did-not bring about a 

corresponding long period of darkness, 

the sun would soon melt all the Arctic 

ice and make the pole a heat center. 
North Pole Wabbles. 


“The north pole is rigid enough, 
| but it cannot boast that it is absolute- 
ly immovable. For reasons not en- 
tirely clear, it wabbles, describing a 
rough circular path about 50 feet in 
diameter about every fourteen months 
—a motion which changes the latitude 
of the majority of places on the earth's 
surface by.amounts ranging from a few 
feet to 50. Scientists are also ready 
to believe that the pole may have had a 
very different position at some time in 
the distant past, for coal deposits in 
Spitzbergen and Ellesmere Island show 
that in these polar lands tropical con- 
dition once held sway. 

“The south pole, twin of the ‘north 
pole geometrically and geographically, 
has not been the objective of nearly 
so many expeditions, yet it has been 
visited twice by man—by Amundsen 
in December, 1911, and by Scott a 
month later. ‘The latter lost his life 
on the return trip. Unlike its north- 
ern twin, the south pole is situated 
on land, such a large mass that it has 
come to be called the Antarctic con- 
tinent. Due to the large land area 
about the south pole, that point has 
considerably colder summers than those 
at the north pole. In fact, so cold 
are the summers and so continual the 
winds that the entire Antarctic con- 
tinent is practically devoid of plant 
life. 

“In one sense the magnetic poles 
‘are more truly earth features than 
‘th. geographical poles, for they have 
no celestial aspects. They cannot be 
located by any sort of astronomical 
observations. They lie more than a 
thousand miles from the true poles and 
are believed to be slowly changing po- 
sition. ‘These poles have their being 
because the earth is a huge magnet, 
probably due to its rotation. It is 
only with a compass needle or with 
certain electrical apparatus that the 
existerice of the magnetic poles can be 
determined. It is their effect on the 
compass needle, on the other hand, that 
has made uavizgation fairly simple. 

Magnetic Poles Not Symmetrical. 

“The north magnetic pole lies on 
the Boothnia peninsula in the latitude 
of Point Barrow, Alaska, and the

To make compass naviga- 
tion possible for the MacMillan ex- 
pedition, the United States navy is 
now constructing charts ‘with ‘meridi- 
ans’ radiating from the magnetic pole 
instead of from the north pole. 


“The south magnetic pole does not 


one might expect. If it had _ this 
‘theoretical position it would be situat- 
ed directly south of the point of In- 
dia on the 70th parallel of south lati- 
tude. Instead it lies eastward nearly 
a quarter of the earth’s circumference 
near the 155th degree of east longitude, 
south of the easternmost point of Aus- 
tralin. It comes much nearer to its 
theoretical latitude, lying at 72 degrees 
south, whereas the north magnetic 
pole lies at 70 degrees north. It is 
believed that both magnetic poles are 
rotating very slowly in opposite direc- 
tions around the geographic poles. 


Earth Has Poles of Cold. 


“The earth may be said to have a 
fifth and sixth pole, ‘poles of ¢old.’ It 
might be expected that the geographic 


temperature, but the arrangement of 
water, having a tempering effect, and 
land and altitude, tending toward 


fail to conform exactly to the physical 
poles. Temperature records for the 
southern polar regions are rather mea- 
ger, but it is probable that the south- 
ern pole of cold is in the highlands of 
the Antarctic continent, not far from 
the south pole. 

“Due to the great land masses of the 
northern hemisphere, especially that of 
Eurasia, the northern pole of cold is 
far from the north pole. It is situat- 
ed west of Verkhoyansk, Siberia, about 
200 miles inland from the mouth of 
the Lena river. This region is sup- 
posed to be colder in January than the 
north pole itself and has the lowest 
mean annual temperature of any place 


in which records have been made. _ It 
boasts a .record of 94 degrees below 
zero, but its usual temperature during 
January is about 60 degrees below 
Zero.

The next weék marks the period of 
what must hereafter remain one of 
the great anniversaries of human his- 
tory. Between August 1 and the 
night of August 5 there were ex- 


changed those declarations of war 
which ushered in the world catastro- 
phe. But it is inevitable that the 
future will look at the dates for their 
warlike significance, it is no less 
patent that for those who live through 
this time the one thing which the re- 
currence of the dates must suggest is 
the comparison of conditions at the 
beginning and at the end of an- 
other annual period: they will in- 
quire, in a word, how far another year 
has enabled them to escape from the 
evil consequences of the struggle. 


When, moreover, one reviews the 
current year, contrasting it with those 
which have _ preceded, the first and 
the undeniable circumstance to be 


noted myst be that this latest year 
has been’on every side of tue best and 
the most promising since the out- 
break of the supreme struggle. It 
began on the high note of the London 
conference wherein Europe met to set- 
tle the economic phases of peace. It 
ends at the moment when, while the 
allied troops are retiring from the 
Ruhr, France and Germany are car- 
rying on conversations which at least 
hold out the promise of some adjust- 
ment of political differences which 
are centuries old, nd adjustment 
which may have something of the rea- 
sonableness of the Dawes plan. 

In fact, what one may say of the 
past 12 months, the time which lies 
between the 10th and llth anniver- 
saries of the outbreak of the World 
war, is that we have lived through 
what may be described as the first 
year which was not filled with crises 
and marked by very far-reaching 
perils. If it is too much to say that 
we have yet regained the tranquillity 
of pre-war years, it is no less clear 
that nothing in post-war history com- 
pares with the last year. Moreover,

More than all, vaguely but not less

as long as the existence of the Na- 
| poleonie empire, for a time equal to 
that which separates the crowning 
of Napoleon; from Waterloo, in an 
era of equal tumult and upheaval, 
with actual wars or prospective wars, 
battles, sieges and sudden death the 
normal circumstances of existence, at 
last we enter a period when no great 
war impends and when the nations 
most concerned in the last are no 
longer threatening new conflicts but 
seeking to liquidate old hostilities. 

For the first time in eleven yeqrs 
it is new possible to forecast with 
some measure of certitude that there 
is no prospect of any collision be- 
tween great powers discoverable upon 
the horizon. It is true that Europe 
faces a dozen problems any one of 
which may in the long run precipitate 
a new war. ' 
last conflict has done nothing to 
lessen the possibility of new conflicts, 
since it bas not and could not abolish 
such issues as those arising out of the 
Polish corridor, the titles to Bessara- 
bia, to Macedonia, to the Upper Tyrol 
and to Upper Silesia. We still have 
with us the old Balkans and the new 
and similar dangers growing out of 
the liberation of other races along all 
the eastern marches from Finland to 
Thrace. ;

vanquished alike. 

There, it seems to mé, 15 the great 
significance of the recent year and 
the interesting detail at the present 
anniversary. We have all, Americans 
and Europeans alike, been almost con- 
sciously sitting by the bedside of the 
European patient and wondering over 
his survival. Could he recover? This 
has been the universal question and 
the answer has not been obvious in 
the days of the war itself, or those of 
bolshevist explosion, of Turkish in- 
vasion, of Ruhr crisis. The patient, 
if I may press the figure, has 
not a little delirious, plainly violent 
and withal his exhaustion has been 
alarming. ‘

Ever since the‘close of hostilities, 


too, it has been manifest that a little 
peace would mean a long peace, that 
every nation had so many grave and 


absorbing problems of its own to con- 
sider, so many difficulties to face and 
surmount that the mere chance to re- 
sume domestic activity would almost 
automatically reduce foreign and in- 
ternational questions to reiative in- 
significance. Just to feel that they 
could live with a measure of security 
from outside menace would be the 
sure signal for almost complete ab- 
sorption in domestic and parochial 
problems. And the last year in pro- 
viding the opportunity has produced 
this result. 

At this moment there is not a coun- 
try among the great powers of En 
rope whose domestic problems do not 


have greater significance than thé 
foreign. France with the double 
strain of a financial crisis and a 
colonial war, Great Britain with an 
economic condition which is easily the 
most serious in its history, Germany 
with all the task of beginning busi- 
ness again and reorganizing a nation- 
al establishment, the richest part of 
which has long been under foreign 
occupation, all three have compelling 
reason for getting done with foreign 
vexations, for attaining tranquilliry 
even at the price of eertain sacri- 
fices. 

And at a price which is not too 
excessive, these three nations are at 
last beginning to believe that tran- 
quillity is atainable. It is the advent 
of sanity in Europe within the past 
twelve months which is the most un- 
mistakable and impressive single cir- 
cumstances the ultimate escape from 
what might describe as the fever-de- 
lirium off the European patient, an 
‘inevitable consequence of the war dis- 
ease, which best explains the remark- 
able contrast between present condi- 
tions and those even a year ago, when 
the London conference was opening 
and Europe still looked upon it with 
doubt and suspicion. 


In the past year, then, the great 
powers, whose decision involves Eu- 
rope, have decided that peace was 


possible; hitherto the French, with 
their conviction of a Germany pre- 
paring a new blow and the Germans 
with their belief that France was de- 
termined to stay on the Rhine, in 
the Ruhr, and to prevent German re- 
covery, have regarded peace as un- 
attainable. Once the decision has 
been made and the conviction of the 
peoples of both countries established, 
the diplomatic details become ‘of lesser 
importance. ; 

In post-war history the French and 
Belgian retirement from the Ruhr is 
a very significant date. The invasion 
of the Ruhr was, after all, the last 
authentic convulsion of the world war. 
it placed every decision of the sev- 
eral treaties of peace in jeopardy and 
it clearly reopened the possibility 
that Europe would sink to inescapable 
anarchy. Nevértheless it led, not to 
chaos but to a degree of order, it 
made clear to all that there were 
limits alike to German evasion and 
the French coercion. If it stimulated 
in Germany passionate bitterness and 
hatred which will be long disappear- 
ing it no less brought everything to a 
head and opened the way to an ad- 
justment which could hardly have 
come otherwise,

Therefore the next 
vear is likely to see the beginning at 
least of a gradual abandonment of 
allied supervision of German arma- 
menis. 


Germany’s Desire. 
Underlying all else in the present

‘is the desire and the purpose to re-

convictions may awaken an anxiety 
over this process, it is no longer to 
be doubted that Germany will achieve 
her end. The evacuation of the Ruhr 
will have to be followed not merely 
by the evacuation of all other occnu- 
pied German territory, the Saar in- 
cluded, probably in advance of the 
treaty dates, but also by the formal 
or tacit abandonment of all attempt 
to keep Germany disarmed.

ACK in the good days when 
B. W. Wren was general 
passenger agent of the W. 
and A. railroad, ‘‘The Battle- 
field Route,” the territory 
lying between Chattanooga 
and Atlanta, through the liberal ad- 
vertising of the progressive and astute 
railroad exploiter, was the most 
widely known section of the South. 
War memories were not growing so 
dim in those days and Mr. Wren was 
smart enough and enterprising enough 
to capitalize the public interest cen- 
tering in this great theate: of Civil 
War conflict. Due no doubt to th 
rapid industrial developments of thi 
section his successors turned their at- 
tention more to the commercial aspect. 
of the railroad traffic and interest was 


allowed to wane in the history and’ 


scenic beauty of the Tennessee-Geor- 
gia battlefields. 
- Jt is time that this interest be re- 
vived. Travelers from points north 
of the Ohio river will find along this 
200-mile battle line more to interest 
and enjoy than in any. other section 
of the South. The construction of the 
Dixie highway, running through the 
center of the battlefields from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta, has brought the 
scerfic beauty and historic objects to 
inimediate and easy access for motor 
travelers. The traveler from the north 
and west to Florida who fails to make 
his schedule so that it will allow him 
at least ten days to visit Chattanooga 
and Atlanta and the points. between 
will certainly deprive himself of the 
chief points of interest and beauty on 
spot in America. It is true there are 
higher mountains in the Rockies and 
a greater expanse of rugged grandeur 
in the far west, but there is a soft and 
soothing beauty hovering over the 
mountains and valleys of Georgia and 
Tennessee that Can not be found any- 
where else. Unlike the barren low- 
lands of the west the verdant valleys 
of this section are gardens of rare 
fruits and flowers, marked by a net- 
work of rivers, creeks and brooks 
racing on to the sea and ever sing- 
ing songs of pleasure and plenty. 
From the peaks of Lookout and 
Signal mountains in Tennessee and 
Kennesaw and Stone mountains in 
Georgia the observer beholds in the 
valleys below sunshine and shadows 
weaving Countless garland of azure, 
amber and gold backgrounds tinted 
with every color of the rainbow. 

At the south of these celebrated 


battlefields is Atlanta, the chief city 


of the southeast. There is no other 
city in the south like Atlanta. It is as 
metropolitan and cosmopolitan in all 
iis community aspects and activities 
as is New York. Due to the spirit of 
enterprise and progress of its Citi- 
zens, aS well as its rapid growth and 
development, it is the best known 
city in the south. No visitor will ever 
understand the sowth as it is or be 
enabled to interpret its spirit, tradi- 
tions and progress -without seeing At- 
lanta. 


ORDERING the eastern out- 
skirts of Atlanta is Stone Moun- 
tain, one of the mest renowned 
spots in America. This mountain of 
solid granite, rising two thousand 
feet high, has for many years been 
known as ‘“‘the ‘eighth wonder of the 
world,”” During the past five vears 
it has become cynosure of all eves 
and the shrine of all lovers of pa- 
triolism and heroism, as the Site -of 
the great Confederal memorial.

Before the Anelo- 
Saxon saw the wooded talus and 
grev-green clitfs of Lookout Moun- 
tain from the opposite crest of Wal- 
den’s Ridge the waylike Cherokees 
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and their kinsmen, the Chickamau- 
gas, dwelt in the valleys ‘round 
about, and on its slopes their war 
parties made good against their tri- 
bal enemies their claim to the -own- 
ership of the ‘‘Far-Look”’ mountain. 
Civil and military.conflicts extended 
towards Atlanta until John Howard 
Payne, the author of “Home Sweet 
Home,” was arrested in Murray 
county, Georgia, on suspicion of 
being a traitor to his country because 
of his friendly dealings with the In- 
dians. Notwithstandng its war scars 
this country, once the capital of the 
Cherokee nation, is far-famed in 
song and story for the grandeur of 
its scenery and the beauty and va- 
riety of ils flora.

But its inhabitants 
did not foresee the, magnificent bat- 
tle-play which was to be staged in 
the woods, valleys and heights near- 
by in 1863 when Rosecrans followed 
Gragg from middle Tennessee. Like 
the impatient clamor of a waiting 
audience came the sound of Wilder’s 
snells from Stringer’s Ridge into the 
city on the 2ist of August, leading 
up to that ninth of September when 
the Jast trooper in gray rode out and 
the men in blue came in, and. the 
Siars and stripes went up on the old 
Crutchfield house. 

On Saturday and Sunday, Sep- 
lember 19th and 20th, 1863; the 
opening scenes of the first act were 
played on the fields of Chickamauga, 
hineé miles away, beyond Missionary 
Ridge, in Georgia. From the lines 
of Rosecrans and Bragg, extending 
come. three miles north and south to 
struggle tor the LaFayette road, and 
engaged through so much of. their

and sternly standing at bay, grap- 
pling with Sheridan; of Stewart 
fighting front, left and rear, and only 
retreating before being entirely sur- 
rounded as darkness was coming on;

And now came the long and anx- 
ious intermission between the acts, 
the Union army remaining shut up 
in Chattanooga, while from Lookout 
Mountain and Missionary Feidge the 
beseiging Confederates watched the 
beleaguered Federals hemmed in by 
hostile cannon and a prey to threat- 
ened famine. 


Two months of waiting, and the 


‘curtain is ready to rise on the first of 


the three-day scenes of the second 
act, staged so grandly before Chat- 
tanooga. Bragg’s army holds its 
strong positions, but its brave ranks 
are weakened by sending some of its 
men elsewhere. The Union army, 
Grant now in command, is rested, 
reintorced, confident and eager. The 
first scene closes with the men in 
gray driven from Orchard Knob, The 
second, on the next day, that famous 
struggle so often called the ‘Battle 
Above the Clouds,’? sees Hooker on 
rugged Lookout Mountain pushing 
Walthall up the side and over the 
slope at the Cravens house, The third 
scene comes on the following day, 
that memorable Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 25, 1863, opening with Sherman 
thundering at the north end of Mis 
sionary Ridge, but held back by Cle- 
burne’s stubborn defense. Later 
Hooker reaches Rossville Gap and 
sweeps northward, driving before 
him this weak part of Bragg’s Mis- 
sionary Ridge line, and Grant on 
Orchard Knob gives the order for 
Thomas’ troops to take the foot to 
the ridge, and then comes that his- 
toric charge where the men in blue 
atter storming the foot of the ridge 
swept on to the crest, breaking the 
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ston at Dalton. This was the first lap 
of his famous march to the sea. The 


Union army had in round numbers 


100,000, the Confederates being 
about half as strong. After vainly 
attacking the gaps and ranges in front 
of Dalton for several days, Sherman 
passed his arm rough Snake Creek 
Gap leading to théNrear of Dalton. 
This compelled General Johnston to 
retire from his camps, and he was 
defeated at Resaca. Johnston re- 
sisted stubbornly at every step, but 
was successively flanked out of every 
position until he reached Atlanta. 
Fighting had been in progress at some 
point of the line from May till Sep- 
tember. Johnston was succeeded by 
Hood July 18, and on the 20th Hood 
attacked at Peachtree creek, and was

still struggling on the crest till night 
Stopped the battle. 

But despite all valor the retreat 
Streamed into Georgia by bedtime 
Bragg’s army was beyond Chicka- 
mauga, and the curtain had run down 
on Chattanooga’s great battle-drama.. 


N May 6 General Sherman 
\F moved from tke vicinity of 
Chattanooga against General John- 


- 


repulsed with great loss. He then 
moved out of Atianta and attacked, 
and was again defeated. General 
McPherson, commanding the-army of 
Tennessee, was killed. The next at- 
tack was at Ezra church July 28, upon 
the army of Tennessee, this also being 
repulsed after three hours’ severe 
fighting, with much loss. 

On September 2, Sherman occu- 


pied Atlanta, and on November 17 
by his order it was burned. After the 
evacuation of Atlanta as a result of 
the Union forces moving to the rear 
on Jonesboro, Hood raided Sherman’s 


railroad communications, fighting des- 
perately at Allatoona October 5 and 
moving northward. General Thomas 
was Sent to resist his movement if he 
invaded Tennessee, 

In later years General Sherman de- 
scribed the strategic position of At- 
lanta by comparing it to the wrist of 
a hand whose fingers reached five 
principal ports of the gulf and south 
Atlantic coast. 

On Georgia’s soil were fought the 
great battle of Chickamauga, Resaca, 
New Hope church (a series of engage- 
ments from May 25 to June 4), Ken- 
nesaw mountain, Peachtree creek, 
two fierce battles at Atlanta July 22 
and 28, Jonesboro and numerous 
smaller engagements and skirmishes. 


The Chickamauga and Chatta- 
nooga national park, including Fort 
Oglethorpe, embraces about fifteen 
Square miles. The approaches are 
mainly roads over which the armies 
reached the battlefield. All.these ap- 
proaches have been rebuilt by the 
government. ) 

The plan of establishing the park 
includes the restoration of the whole 
Chickamauga battlefield. Five steel 
ahservatidn: towers, each seventy feet 
to the upper platform, have been 
erected’ at prominent points in the 
park. 

The plan of marking the lines of 
battle is to designate them both by 
monuments and historical tablets..The 
government erects the monuments to 
the regular regiments and batteries, 
and the tablets. The erection of 
monuments to mark the positions of 
volunteer organizations is left to 
the states. : 

The historical tablets are of iron 
with the lettering cast as part of the 
plates. ‘They are each four feet b 
three. The historical tablets eac 
present from 200 to 300 words 
of text, setting forth in  con- 
densed yet comprehensive form the 
movements at the points where they 
are erected. Both sides have equal 
attention in the erection of these tab- 
lets. The only distinctive mark is the 
letter ‘‘U’’ for Union, in the upper 
right hand corner, and the letter ‘‘C” 
for Confederates. 


Besides the large historical tablets, 
there are guide tablets at every cross 
road, giving distances and direction to 
the prominent points of the field, and 
many locality tablets marking the 
sites of houses and fields which were 
landmarks in the battle, points where 
prominent officers were wounded, and 
where notable captures of prisoners 
or guns occurred.. 


HE fighting position of all bat- 
teries are marked by guns of the 
same kind used in battle, mounted 
upon cast iron carriages, painted so as 
to be an exact representation of the 
Carriages of 1861. 
The spot where general officers, or 
those exercising the command of a 
general officer, were killed or mor- 


tally wounded, are marked by trian- 


gular pyramids ot eight-inch shells, 
ten feet in height. 

Throughout the entire battlefield 
zone there are objects and scenes to 
inspire, educate and entertain. Con- 
veniences for the comfort and enter- 
tainment of visitors are ample for all 
requirements. Hotels are being built 
and improved and tourist camps are 
being established without number. 


There are many caves in the moun- 
tains like those of the central Ken- 
tucky mountains. A few tragedies 
like that of Floyd Collins in Kentucky 
have closed most of the major moun- 
tain cavities in the Chattanooga sec- 
tion to géneral use but this only en- 
hances their romantic interest. The 
big Salt cave at Kingston, Georgia, is 
open and in many respects as inter- 
esting as Mammof{h Cave in Ken-

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WIDE VARIETY of subjects 
is spread before us in the ten 
verses from Acts that we study 
together today. 

First, \we are given a 
2} glimpse of Paul’s ruling pas- 
sion. He was so full of the mission- 
ary spirit that he was not content to 
enjoy a quiet pastorate in a comfort- 
able place while the spiritual offspring 
established by him and- Barnabas— 
the little churches in Syria—were 


* struggling for existence. 


Peloubet’s Notes suggest three rea- 
sons for the evangelization of the 
world—first, loyalty to our profession 
of love to Jesus Christ; second, the 
overwhelming need of the world and 
our ability to supply that need; and 
third, the protection of our own civill- 
zation. The third reason is more 
clearly recognized now than in the 
early days of the church. 

Paul was doubtless influenced most 
by the first reason. His heart was full 
to overflowing of love to God and 
Christ; he was like a big spring from 
which pours a constant and invigo- 
rating flood. He had been brought by 
Christ into vital, living contact with 
the Heavenly Father and was just a 
conduit through which the goodness 
of God was conveyed te man. 

Every Christian must be a spring 
ir Christ has done for him what He 
did for Paul, but springs differ in size 
and in the pressure back of the water. 
Paul was not only a spring of the 
first magnitude, but he was a gushing 
spring.

As Mark was his nephew—his sis- 
ter’s son—the suggestion was, quite 
natural. Paul, however, remember- 
ing Mark’s desertion of them in Pam- 
phylia, objected, and a dissension 
arose between the two apostles. It 
may have been partially on the part 
of Barnabas, or he, knowing Mark 
more intimately, may have had bet- 


ter'reason for trusting him than Paul — 


had, or the latter may have been un- 
reasonably obstinate. 

The unyielding nature of the great 
apostle which enabled him to over- 


come the tremendous obstacles in his 


way may have made him less com- 
promising in this case than he should 
have been—the strong traits that are 
necessary at one time be inconvenient 
and a disadvantage at other times— 
but the dispute was conducted in an 
honorable way, creditable ‘to Chris- 
tian brethren, and God overruled the 
dispute for the advancement of His 
kingdom. The difference of opinion 
resulted in two pair of missionaries 
instead of one, and in two missionary 
journeys. : 

Barnabas took Mark with him and 
sailed for Cyprus. Whether the un- 
cle’s judgment was justified because 
of a prior change in the nephew or 
whether it was a natural growth in 
grace we do not know, but we have 
no record of Mark’s giving any cause 
of complaint after that. We have 
proof of this in the fact that Paul 
became reconciled to Mark and. the 
latter grew in strength and influence

HE Bible is not a scientific 
text-book. 
Henry Drummond made 


an important contribution in 
bringing about the true atit- 
tude towards science and the 
He says ,“‘If the Bible were in- 


Bible. 
tended to teach us science, it would 
have taught us medicine first of all, 
since that is the most useful science.”’ 

The language of the Bible is not 


technical. The writers of the Bible 
were not writing systematic treatises 
on any subject. The Biblical writers 
show in general no indication of any 
knowledge of nature superior to other 
men. There was no attempt at scien- 
tific exploration of natural phenom- 
ena. The inspiration of the Bible 
writers does not mean any approach 
to omniscience, or that they were ac- 
quainted’ with astronomy or geology. 
The attempt to make the Bible teach 
science has been a source of confusion 
and strife. 

When the Protestants departed 
from the infallible church, they want- 
ed something infallible so there arose 
the dogma of the inerrant Bible. Ac- 
cording to this mistaken notion the 
Bible was the norm of society not 
simply in the sphere of religion, but in 
the sphere of science as well. But 
God uses in His revelation the princi- 
ple of ac. tion, ‘The Bible in its 
scientific allus us is on a level with 
the scientific or unscientific knowl- 
edge of the age in which it is writ- 
ten. 

If the Holy Spirit had given to the 
writer of Genesis the knowledge and 


terms of modern science, not only 
would his science have been disbe- 
lieved, but the rehgious revelation 
would likewise have been discredited. 
It would have been a hurtful an- 
achronism. destructive of every good 
purpose. 3 

Freed from the idea of Biblical au- 
tiiority on science, we shall be re- 
lieved of the supposed necessity of 
finding in the Mosaic narrative an an- 
ticipation of modern science and we 
will be better prepared to recognize 
the moral teaching of the Bible. The 
Bibte and sclence supplement each 
other. But we must go to human sci- 
ence for the material facts of nature 
and life, and to the Bible for the spir- 
itual realities by which these facts are 
illuminated and explained. The sci- 
ence of the Biblical writers was im- 
perfect, but they enshrined within it 
the spiritual truths which they were 
inspired to discern.

HE distinctive purpose of the 
Revelation is religious. 
“Genesis is a religious book. The 
abiding value of its contribution is that 
“God created the world.” It is against 
atheism; against pantheism; against 
polytheism; against pessimism, for 
“Behold it was very good.” 

'! was in the religious realm that 
man most needed light. We do not 
need the Bible as a text-book on vari- 
ous branches of human knowledge, 
but as a divine revelation of God and 
His will for us we cannot get along 
without it. When we study the Bible 
in harmony with its purpose, it be- 
comes indispensable. 

The supreme value of the creation 


account is that it gives us a personal 
God, and the. divine estimate of the 


worth and dignity of man, and of his 
kinship with God. But for this reve- 
lation, human life would be dark and 
hepeless, and the enigma of the uni- 
verse would never have been solved. 
By comparing the Genesis account 
with Babylonian narratives, it is im- 
possible not to perceive the control- 
ling operations of the spirit of God 
which has taught those Hebrew 
writers to make a right use of the 
material which has come to their 
hands, to take the primitive traditions 
of the human race, to purify them 
from their grossness and polytheism, 
and to make them at once the founda- 
tion and explanation of the long his- 
tcry that is to follow—while not hold- 
ing as object of intellectual belief the 
material fabric we are to retain the 
spiritual truth embodied therein. 


Thus we have a peaceable solution 
of the old story of creation which for 
so many years was the battle-ground 
on which the champions of religion. 
and science waged interminable war. 
On the theory of inerrancy the Bible 
account of creation bristles with diffi- 
culties, and cannot be reconciled with 


the modern view of the creation’ of ° 


the world. But if we read it historical- 
ly in the light of the parallel creation 
stories of Babylonia and Assyria, we 
see for the first time its true signifi- 
cance. The picture of the world in 
the two accounts have Striking simi- 
larities, but the conception of God is 


fundamentally different. In the Baby-

lonian story it is the strife of two rival 
monsters which is responsible for the 
making of the world. But in the Bible 
Story, creation is the fiat of the free 
Spirit who formed the world to be the 
scene of the redemptive purpose 
which was to culminate in Jesus 
Christ. ) 
Peters, in “Bible and Spade,” 
writes, “I love to hunt out the ancient 
sources, to trace them down to see 
what they are, and then, as it were, to 
discern the spirit of God moving in 
them, for it was out of a gross sen- 
suality that a beautiful spirituality 
developed,” out of crude materialism 
oer the crassest anthropomorphism, a 
lofty ethtical monotheism. It is as 
when one sees God’s power working 
in natural life; out of the vile ordure 
of some bog bringing forth a plant 
whose flower is the most graceful, 
ethereal, spiritual thing that you will 
find in all nature. When one studies 
the Israelite prophets and sees. the 
conditions with which they were con- 
fronted in Canaan, how men and wo- 
nen inflamed their lust “under every 
green tree,” he will understand wh 
and how the mogal sense of the reli- 
gious leaders revolted against the old 
mythology in this regard. With our 
present knowledge, we can perceive 
the elements of connection between 
the Hebrew and Babylonian Edens, 
but even more striking than in the 
case of the creation story are the dif- 
ferences between the two accounts. A 
public school teacher called the atten- 
tion of the writer to the history that

HILE the United States hotly 
argues the question of wheth- 
er the theory of evolution 
should be taught in the pub- 
lic schools the champions of 
that theory keep right on digging up 
what they regard as more and more 
proof of its truth. 

Two separate expenditions of Amer- 
ican scientists now in Asia have high

In central Asia he is con- 
e ‘tinuing the researches which last year 
brought forth the dinosaur eggs and 
ther amazing relics ot antiquity. 
The other expedition is headed by 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, of the Smithsonian 
| Institution. He has chosen as his first 
,field of exploration in this interesting 
quest the Siwalik Hills, in northern 
rIndia, which are foothills of the Hima- 
_layas. There, in a semi-tropic.” region, 
the fossil bones of six different Species 
,of extinct man-like apes have recently 
been discovered. 
It is, therefore, a promixig area ft4 
study. And Dr. Hrdlicka hopes to fivd 


in the fossil bearing rocks remains of 
ape-like creatures, recognizably human. 

From there Dr. Hrdlicka goes to the 
island of: Java, where, in 1891, a 
Dutch army surgeon dug up bones of 
an animal half way between ape and

man, the famous Pithecanthropus erec- 
{us ——- meaning monkey-man that 
walked erect. | 

Though as yet unproven, it IS gener- 
ally believed by anthropologists that 
man first appeared on the earth some- 
where in Asia. It may have been on 
the islands of the southern coast, where 
there were no large beasts of prey to 
contend with. 

Earliest man was, they*feel sure, a 
ferocious and predatory animals, big 
chested, with massive jaws, strong teeth 
and powerfully muscled arms that were 
long enough to enable him to grasp 
his knees with his hands when he stood 
upright. His legs were very short, so 
that he could not have run fast, but he 
was an agile climber. : 

This portrait is drawn by the evolu- 
tionists from a Study of the bones of 
the Java monkey man, and of fossil 
remains of individuals of human races 
that have hecome extinct. 

The “Piltdown man,” the “Neander- 
thal man,’ and the “man of Spy,” 
fragments of whose skeletons have 
been dug up in various parts of Eu- 
rope, are believed to represent such 


extinct races.. They have no descend- 


ants today. 

Talking of his expedition a few days 
before he started, Dr. Hrdlicka said: 

“The percursor of man was a jungle 
dweller. But in all jungle areas there 
are extensive grassy open Spaces. Into 
these open spaces he at length emerged, 
and thereupon learned to stand erect. 
The tall grasses and bushes made this 
necessary, in order that he might see 
what was going on about him, spot pos- 
sible enemies and find food. 

“With plenty of animal life on which 
to prey, he became .a meat eater. 
Standing erect, he began to use his fists 
in. fighting, and it was only a step to 
the use of a club or stone held in the 
fist. With such weapons he was able 
to kill creatures much 
stronger than himself. 

‘“‘tlis emergence from the shade of 
the jungle left him with an unprotected 
head under the sun and the rain. ‘This 
must have been a serious inconven- 
lence, for his hair, as is the case with 
present-day apes, was doubtless very 
thin on his head and face. 

“When a jungle dweller he had. de- 
pended for life upon the swift climbing 
and running about in the tree tops, 
where long hair and a beard would 
have been fatal, tending to catch on 
branches. Now hair became a neces- 
sity, and nature supplied it with long 
beard and head hair that reached a 
length of some feet. 

“The ape that would be a man, and 
who in a thousand generations suc- 
-eeded in that ambition, started to leave 
the sheltered woods by degrees and 
with hesitating steps. He and his wife, 
the real Adam and Eve, made their 
home in a tree—their house a sort of 
bird’s nest arrangement of branches in 
i suitable crotch, the thick foliage over- 
head serving as a roof. 

‘The male was a fighting animal. 
He fought with others of his sex and 
kind, being provided for that purpose 
with huge tusks, ,
